WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(@)— 
With the introduction in congress of

IN GHATHAM MUS} 
RETURN 10 PRISON 


Orders Contract for 
Work on Roads by 200 
Negroes Cancelled. 


As the direct result, it is believed, 
of congressional criticism, federal pris- 
oners “loaned” to Chatham county 
for work on the public roads several 
months ago are to be returned to 
their cells here, it was stated Thurs- 
day. 

The return of these men will boost: 
the population of the prison at least | 
temporarily to almost 4,000. The cen- | 
sus taken about January 1 showed 
approximately 3,850 men were con- 
fined here. The prison was built to 
accommodate 1,600 men. 

Judge George W. Tiedeman, chair- 
man of the Chatham board of commis- 
sioners, said: the move was a surprise 
to him. The justice department’s ac- 
tion follows severe criticism of the 
transfer to Chatham by a number of 
senators and congressmen, several of 
whom likened the move to the old 
“lease” system. 

Though Chatham county officials 
and officers in charge of the federal 
prison had not heard of the directed 
transfer, it was learned that the de- 
partment of justice at Washington 
has issued orders for the return of 
100 prisoners already sent to camps 
near Savannah. The second quota of 
100 men had not yet been sent to Sa- 
vannah. The prisoners are expected 
back in Atlanta by or before March 
15. All of them are negroes. 

Warden A. C. Aderhold, of the fed- 
eral prison, said ‘Thursday night that 
he had not yet been advised by the 
department of justice that the men 
now at Savannah were being returned. 
Conditions are still crowded at the 
prison, Mr. Aderhold said, but added 
that the men cold be taken eare of 


without difficulty. 

“We cannot turn them away from 
here for lack of space,” the warden 
said jokingly. “We have to make 
room for all comers.”

Neck, L. I., an aviatrix, was killed 
near here today when her plane 
crashed into a marsh at the edge of 
the Satilla river.

Mrs. Paris, who won fifth place in 
the women’s national air derby across 
the country last summer, had started 
from Great Neck last week to fly to 
Miami in short hops. She left Co- 
lumbia, S. C., this morning and was 
within a few minutes flying distance 
of her next stop, Jacksonville, Fla., 
when her plane circled over Woodbine 
several times at an altitude of about 
2; feet and then crashed. : 

A coroner investigated the accident. 
The body was removed from the 
marshes to a little church here, and 
later sent to an undertaking estab- 
lishment at Brunswick, Ga., pending 
receipt of word from relatives. The 
head of the aviatrix was crushed, one 
arm and one. leg broken and her body 
otherwise injured. The plane, which 
did not catch fire, was demolished 
by the force of the impact. 


Identity’ Established. 

Papers and cards in her purse es- 
tablished identity. Officials here were 
notified that a plane was en route 
from Columbia, 8.

She completed her flying 
course a year ago at Curtiss airport, 
New York, and had received a gim- 
ited commercial pilot’s license, enti- 
tling her to carry passengers for pay, 
just before starting from her home 
airport at Great Neck. 

She entered the women’s national 
air derby last summer soon after 
completing a course for a private pi- 
lot’s license. Mrs. Paris’ prominence 
in aviation began nearly a year ago 
when she made a perfect emergency 
landing near Mineola, L. L., after the 
propeller of her plane had dropped off 
at an altitude of 300 feet. She was 
born in Kansas City, Mo., but moved 
to New York with her parents as a 
small child. 

Mrs. Paris made her home with 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Fin- 
ley, of Great Neck, and in addition 
is survived by a brother, Redfield 
Finley, and a sister, Mrs. F. L. Van- 
derveer. 

At Great Neck Mrs. Vanderveer 
today expressed the belief that her 
sister, who she described as “the 
most fearless human being I have ever 
known,” had gone to her death trying 
to save her ship, waiting too long to 
jump with her parachute which she 
always wore.

The appropriation was provided as 
loans to farmers for seed and fertiliz- 
er to help them restore crops damaged 
by floods in the fall of 1928 and the 
spring of 192%.

WILSON DEMANDS 
CONSTITUTION CHANGE. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—(United 
News.)—Modification of the fourth 
amendment of the constitution, which 
regulates the right of search and seiz- 
ure, was suggested today by Dr. Clar- 
ence True Wilson, secretary of the 
Methodist Board of Temperance, Pro- 
hibition and Public Morals, as a 
means of enforcing prohibition. 

Dr. Wilson said the amendment 
must be modified “if necessary.” 

“There is nothing in the constitu- 
tion,” he said in an article in Col-' 
lier's Weekly. “which is meant to pro- 
tect those criminals who are using a 
small part of it as a eloak for their 
nefarious purposes, who are pervert- | 
ing the law of our land to shield them 
from the righteous anger of those who | 
uphold jit. ‘" ) 

“The fourth amendthent was never | 
intended to render inviolate that home 
wherein our officers have every right 
to suspect that law is being violated. 

“If necessary, therefore, it should | 
be modified so as to prevent the sa- | 
cred protection of the household from 
shielding commercial violations of the 
nation’sconstitution. 

“A well founded suspicion, based on 
outside evidence, not. inside, should 
be ample to warrant a writ of im- 
mediate search.”

The fourth amendment of the con- 
stitution provides: L 

“The right of the people to be se- 
cure in their persons, houses, papers, 
and effects, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures, shall not be vio- 
lated, and no warrants shall issue but 
upon probable cause, supported by 
oath or affirmation, and particularly 
describing the place to be searched,

Sewers. 

“A list of the sewers that have 
been so far constructed, which is ap- 
pended hereto, will sho ou the 
broad area over which sewer 
work has been carried ouf, most of it 
being emergency work. The sewer 
system of Atlanta needs now more 
than any other the expenditure of 
large sums of money to protect the 
health and welfare of our city. The 
expenditures so far were, you might 
say, for emergency work. City council 
has just employed an expert sewerage 
engineer for a design of a complete 
sewerage and disposal plant system, 
which will care for Atlanta for the 
next 50 years. This design will fol- 
low upon the completion of the to- 
pographic maps, now being drawn, 
and will give Atlanta a layout which 
will be of inestimable value as the 
city grows toward its one-half million 
population.

Rum Ships Have 59-1 Chance 


COAST GUARD ADMITS LITTLE LIQUOR IS CAUGHT 


To Run Blockade, Agents Say 


BY MORRIS DE HAVEN TRACY. 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
NEW LONDON, Conn., Jan. 9.— 

A rum runner engaged in bringing 

liquor ashore has a 459-to-1 chance 

of succeeding, according to coast 
guard men today. 


Based on the capacity of the pres- 
ent rum running ships and the value 
of their cargoes, it was estimated 
that for every boatload of liquor 
seized by the coast guard, somewhere 
between $1.500,000 and $3,000,000 
worth of spirits reaches port safely— 
safely for law violators, 

There are about 75 ships, ranging 
from destroyers, of which there are 
24, downto the 75-foot boats of the 
inshore patrol, employed in chasing 
the rum runners. The liquor fleet 
numbers about 150 ships. Or, in 
other words, two “rummies,” as coast 
guard men call them, to each beat 
of the liquor patrol. 

Not more than half of the coast 


_ guard ships can operate at one time, 


at a maximum. The destroyers, of 
which there are four divisions of 
six ships each, alternate, one division 
being at sea at a time. They usually 


‘are gone from five days to a week. 


Then it is necessary to return to port 
for repairs, fuel and supplies and 
also to rest the personnel, which is 
working under exceedingly tiring con- 
ditions while at sea. 

Officers of the guard here refuse 
to estimate how many ships would 
be necessary to exclude liquor from 
American shores. 

“It is our job to take the person- 
nel, ships and equipment given us 
do the best we can with it,” 
said Captain H. H. Wolf, commander 
of the destroyer division.. “To esti- 
mate the number of men and boats 
necessary to end the traffie entirely 
would require a study of the whole 
area of territorial waters of the At- 
lantic coast from Galveston to Nova 
Scotia. It would take a lot of boats 
and a lot of men.” 

Each rum runner irene liquor 
ashore carries from 100 to cases. 
Occasionally a much larger cargo is 
found. Again, sometimes a runner 
won't have money enough for a com- 
plete load and will bring in onl 
40 cases, hoping to sell

When seized it had approximately 
100 eases of liquor aboard and there 
were indications that at one time it 
had carried more. Another seized 
boat is a 35-foot launch. It looks 
small and cramped as it lies at the 
dock. But it draws four feet of 
water, and about 400 cases of liquor 
—worth about $50,000 at going prices 
for good uncut whisky—can be stowed 
in its hold. 

The rum runners discard the 
wooden cases when they buy liquor 
and load the bottles into sacks, put- 
ting 8 to 10 bottles in a sack. In 
that manner they gain ease of han- 
dling and save perhaps a third of 
the cargo space, 

In most instances coast guard offi- 
cials say they find that the man 
really responsible for rum running 
is never at sea. He lives comfort- 
ably ashore, in some large city, per- 
haps, and may operate several boats. 
The men who take the chances and 
actually run the liquor boats operate 
on commission or shares. The backer 
and owner of the boat takes 50 per 
= or more of the profits for him- 
self.

will feel constrained to adopt appro- 


priate measures of reprisal in self. | 
defense as well as for the sanctity | 


of international conventions.” 

That forms the keynote of a “warn- 
ing to Germany” ascribed to Wang 
Ching-wei, extreme radical leader, and 
appearing in the Chinese Revolution- 
ary News, which is printed _ here. 
The warning from the man whe is 
the prime nrover of the dangerous 
growing opposition to the Nanking 


regime is printed in both English and |

Chinese. 

While Wang's article is directed 
against the Germans, it is not with- 
out significance to Americans, since 
the Chinese predict that the next 
warning w directed against the 
United States: Lhe move against the 
Germans is the usual Chinese weapon 
of economic boycott. The warning 
to Germany is based upon the fact 
that that nation is supplying General 
Chiang Kai-shek with German mili- 
tary advisors, as well as with poison 
gas alleged to have been used during 
the campaign against the red “Iron- 
sides” near Canton. The article de- 
clares : 

“The facts are that a number of 
German military, experts have ‘been 
assisting General’Chiang Kai-shek in 
his various campaigns of oppression 
and his personal aggrandizement. 
These German officers are known to 
have been recommended by the Ger- 
man government and to be employed 
in China not as advisors to the na- 
tionalist government, but as personal 
tools of Chiang in his systematic de- 
struction of the kuomintang.” 

Though the article fails to mention 
it, the German government has con- 
sistently tried to compel these Ger- 
man military advisors,

ABUSE OF BANKRUPTCY

There are four main difficulties 
with the present bankruptcy laws, 
and each of the four comes under the 
head of “too much” or “too many,” 
declared Judge*Samuel H. Sibley, in 
an address before the Atlanta Asso- 
ciation of Credit Men at the Athletic 
Club Thursday night, in which he 
suggested more activity on the part of 
creditors in bankruptcy proceedings 
for their own interests.

Manning S. Yeomans, Georgia state 
entomologist, Thursday declared that 
this state would establish the “most 
drastic quarantine possible’ against 
shipments from Florida of fruit and 
vegetable hosts of the Mediterranean 
fruit fly, if the federal government 
withdraws the aid it is now supplying.

“In the first place, I do not believe 
that the government would rescind 
the domestic fruit fly quarantine, 
for, regardless of the wishes of the 
state of Florida, it is the fundamen- 
tal duty of the federal government 
to protect the horticultural and agri- 
eultural interests of the other states 
against the invasion by a new’ and 
dangerous insect. | 

“T feel sure’ that the other states 
which would be affected by the fly 
would join Georgia in demanding that 
the present protection be continued. 
However, should the federal regula- 
tions be revoked, the state of Georgia 
would immediately place an absolute 
embargo against the entry of all 
Florida fruits, vegetables and nursery 
stock which might serve as carriers 
of the fly. 

“From conversations with the quar- 
antine officials of other states which 
would be affected, I know that un- 
doubtedly similar action “would _ be 
taken immediately by them. ‘This 
would mean innumerable quarantines 
of all varieties.

FEED STUFF MARKETS 
CONTINUE SLUGuiS 


Commercial feedstuffs continued 
easy during the first week of the new 
year with offerings in exeess of the 
slow demand. Feed grains were also 
lower but the hay market developed 
a somewhat firmer tone. A part of 
the weakness in feedstuffs may be 
attributed to the unusual slimp in 
the prices of dairy products, Decem- 
ber butter prices were the lowest for 
that month since 1916 and the prices 
of other dairy products also declined. 
The heavier movement of new crop 
corn was the principal weakening fac- 
tor in the market for that grain and 
a large percentage of the offerings 


{at central western markets were of 


the lower grades because of exces- 
siv moisture. 

Production of wheat feeds showed 
some improvement after the turn of 
the year but demand in general was 
dull, especially for the heavier offal. 
Cottonseed meal prices declined 50c 
to $1.75 per ton during © the past 
week. Future prices at Memphis have 
tended steadily downward. Mills have 


been offering meal in line with the | 


option market rather freely and the 
movement of seed since the first of 
the year has been rather heavy. The 
spot meal market also declined and 
buyers were reported generally await- 
ing a more settled market’ situation. 
Trade reports indicate that many 
farmers in the southeast are feeding 
cottonseed in fairly large quantities 
instead of purchasing the meal, which 
tends to be a depressing factor in the 
market for that feed. At present 
prices it is more than likely that farm- 
ers will use large amounts of meal for 
fertilizer purposes. The unit price 
of nitrogen in cottonseed meal at pres- 
ent prices is cheaper than blood meal 
or tankage delivered at interior points 
and this has resulted in some sales 
being made to fertilizer manufacturers. 
Thirty-six per cent protein meal was 
quoted at Atlanta in earlots, sight 
draft basis, at $32.50 and 41 per cent 
meal $36 per ton.

—Lmphasis on the successful en- | 
forcement of the prohibition law in 
this section is expressed in a report | 
made public today by the Newton 
county superior court grand jury in 
session here, 

The report, which says that liquor 
law violations in the county are few- 
er, in proportion to its population, 
than ever before, was prepared at the 
request of Judge John B. Hutcheson, 
who charged the jury to make a 
thorough survey of conditions in ret- 
erence to enforcement of the law in 
the county as compared with condi- | 
tions before it was enacted, — 

Judge Hutcheson, in disclosing the 
jury's findings, said that he con- 
vinced that prohibition law violations 
ure on the decrease in all parts of | 
the country, and that he advocates | 
similar grand jury investigations 1) 
other secuions to help dispel agitation | 
throughout the nation of the failure 
of the law’s enforcement. 

The complete report by the Newton | 
county grand jury follows: 

“This grand jury has 
te make a careful survey of law vio- 
lations in Newton county, and par-| 
ticularly with reference to the viola: | 
tion of the alcoholic liquor law. There 
is no perfect observance of this law 
in this county by all of its citizens 
but we are satisfied that there are | 
fewer liquor drinkers in this county, | 
in proportion to its population, than | 
ever before in its history. It is a rare 
eccurrepce that one is seen on OUT, 
streets or in public places In our 
county im an intoxicated condition. 
it is safe for our women and children 
to walk our streets any day during | 
the week, and evén at night, and this | 
eondition was not true when liquor 
in Newton county and in the state 
ef Georgia could be lawfully possessed 
and lawfully drunk. 

“Our county shows improvement m 
that we have better schools and more 
manufacturing companies, more SAVING | 
deposits, better roads, better homes. 
We find a much higher type of citizen- 
ship, because the money that would 
have gone for intoxicating drinks has | 
been spent for better homes and fur- 
nishings, giving the children an oppor- 
tunity for school, development of 
eharacter and good citizenship. 

“We are aware of the fact that we 
have more liquor cases in our courts 
than for the violation of any other 
ene law. We are not discouraged | 
over this fact. It indicates that our) 
enforcement officers are diligently | 
working in the discharge of their duty. 
We further realize the fact that not 
all of the violators of the liquor laws 
ure brought before the court. Some 
of them escape, just as some escape 
fer the violations of other criminal | 
laws: but we know that there is a 
determined effort in this county to 
enforce the liquor law, and we know 
the records of this court will verity 
this statement. It is with encourage- 
ment and pride that we appreciate 
that the trial juries of our county 
have the sense of duty to convict for 
the liquor law violations as well as 
all other criminal laws, when the evi- 
dence produced authorizes a convie- 
tion: and likewise the courage to ac- 
quit the one charged with the viola- 
tion of this law. as well as all other 
criminal laws, when. the evidence 
not sufficient. 

“A full and hearty co-operation 
all our citizens in the enforcement and 
observance of all laws would bring a 
still greater improvement in_ the 
affairs of our county, state and na- 


tion.”

Tarshesky, of Massachusetts, was 
nominated as minister to Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. 


Subsequently the state department) 


announced the retirement from the 
diplomatie corps of the present min- 
ister to Austria. Albert Henry Wash- 
burn, of Massachusetts, and the pres- 
ent minister to Czecho-Slovakia, Lew- 
is Einstein, of New York. 

Prompt confirmation of the Sackett 
nomination was given by the senate, 
but the others were referred to the 
foreign relations committee in the 
usual course. After they have been 
confirmed, the ministers will confer 
with state department officials before 
leaving for their posts. 


Another Change. 


Another change in the Latin Ameri- 
can diplomatie service also was an- 
nounced at the White House, Warren 
Delano Robbins being relieved of duty 
as minister to El Salvadore and as- 
signed as director of ceremonies at 
the White House. He takes over the 
work heretofore performed by James 
©. Dunn, chief of the protocol divi- 
sion of the state department. 

The White House announcement 
made no mention of a successor to 
Robbins and merely said that Dunn 
would perform other important work 
in the state department. No cause 
for the change was assigned.
